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Impressions of My First Bishops’ Council

ASTWARD Ho! 

Leaving Los Angeles, Calif., with 
Brother Carl Woodal and friends, we 
motored across country to attend my 
first Bishops’ Council and General As- 
sembly of the Church of God. After days 
of travel and visiting a few churches and 
friends along the way, I finally arrived in 
Atlanta, Ga., with Brother David Lem- 
ons, Monday morning, October 9, 1939, 
for the opening of the 34th annual ses- 
sion of the Council of Bishops. 


In the lobby of the large city auditori- 
um one could hear the shouts of “Praise 
the Lord,” “Amen,” “Hallelujah,” as 
friend greeted friend. Faces beamed with 
happy anticipation. Smiles were plentiful 
all around. No one seemed to be a strang- 
er. We were directed to an upper room 
three stories high where the Bishops’ 
Council was to be held the first day. I 
thought of another “upper room gather- 
ing” centuries ago. 


The session opened with devotional 
service. The religious fervor, the spirit of 
worship, was very touching. One could 
feel the presence of the “Great Shepherd” 
of the sheep in the midst. I was seated 
in session with ministers of the gospel, 
the majority of whom I had never met 
before, yet I felt I had always known 
them. The simplicity, coupled with in- 
telligence, with which the deliberations 
were carried on impressed me very much. 
The different opinions and convictions 
expressed relative to the various recom- 
mendations were made with the spirit of 
tolerance, respect and due considerations. 
On some things we agreed to disagree and 
not be disagreeable. The final decisions, 





however, were always unanimous. 


Our General Overseer, J. H. Walker, 
with his winsome personality, calm and 
deliberate manner and fairness, impressed 
me as a leader of real executive ability in 
the administration of the affairs of the 
Church. 


Assistant General Overseer, R. P. John- 
son, is a citadel of spiritual strength, a 
father in Israel. The gentleness, wisdom 
and spirituality of these leaders im- 
pressed me deeply. 


Rev. E. J. Boehmer, re-elected for the 
twentieth time as General Secretary and 


Treasurer, revealed his trustworthiness, 
his efficiency, his devotions to the cause 
and his diligence to the task assigned him. 
With Paul he may well say, “I magnify 
my office.” 

Rev. Zeno C. Tharp, Superintendent of 
Education, is so important in his position 
that none would consent to his assignment 
Or promotion to any other important 
position that might be clamouring for 
his services. It is the consensus of opinion 
that there is in the Church no more ef- 
ficient and effective servant of the 
Church. 

The position of the Editor and manager 
of the Publishing House becoming va- 
cant, the choice of Rev. E. L. Simmons 
was the providential leadings of God. He 
appealed to me as a man that is practical, 
progressive, farsighted, courageous and 
cooperative with every interest of the 
Church. I am of the personal opinion that 
he will help bring about a new era in the 
history of the Church of God. 

Last, but not least, the splendid body 
of bishops as a whole appeared to be men 
of consecration, courage, vision and deep 
piety. 

After hearing the report of the many 
thousands of new members added to the 
Church in the past year, it deepened my 
conviction that the common people in the 
world are hungry for the gospel of Him 
who was called the carpenter of Nazareth 
and the peasant of Galilee. Let the Church 
of God roll on. 

The Council Session closed with a gen- 
eral feeling that the coming year will be 
the greatest in the history of the Church. 
We can truthfully say, “Hitherto hath

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Holy Steps By H. L. Motsinger 


Text: “Follow his steps,” 1 Peter 2:21. 


Our subject for consideration contains 
but two words, while our three-word text 
selected is closely related to the subject. 

In the 2nd chapter of 1 Peter, we note 
that he was instructing Christians, saints 
of God, yes, all that were HOLY, to 
build upon Christ and to abstain from 
fleshly lusts. 

In 1 Peter 2:21, 22 we read: “For even 
hereunto were ye called: because Christ 
also suffered for us, leaving us an ex- 
ample, that ye should FOLLOW HIS 
STEPS: who did no SIN, neither was guile 
found in his mouth.” 

As a treatise on this subject and text 
with God’s Divine Truths being our 
guide, we present four HOLY STEPS 
with simplicity. 

STEP NO. 1. TALKING— 


The scripture as quoted above plainly 
tells us that no guile was found in Jesus’ 
mouth. Thank God, this means no deceit, 
no deception, nor falsehood. As we meas- 
ure distance while journeying through 
life, let us be very cautious by PRAY- 
ING fervently to God that this step will 
be without guile and sin. Oh, that we 
might be as Peter says: “HOLY in all 
conversation and godliness,” and, as Paul 
says in Philippians, Our conversation (or 
citizenship) is in heaven. 

The Apostle Peter exhorts to godly 
conversation. 1 Peter 1:15. “But as HE 
which hath called you is HOLY, so be 
ye HOLY in all manner of CONVER- 
SATION.” 

From the blessed Book let us mention 
some sins of the tongue. It is said: “As a 
man thinketh in his heart, so he is.” 
Hence the heart, tongue, and conversa- 
tion are closely connected. 

Solomon in Proverbs 4:23, 24 tells us 
this: “Keep thy heart with all diligence; 
for out of it are the issues of life. Put 
away from thee a froward mouth, and 
perverse lips put far from thee.” Again in 
Prov. 10:18 we read: “He that hideth 
hatred with lying lips, and he that utter- 
eth a slander, is a fool.” Solomon informs 
us that the words of a talebearer are as 
wounds. How true this is. 

HOLINESS people should be exactly as 
Paul told the Ephesians. Eph. 5:1-3 in 
part: “Be ye followers of God, as dear 
children; and WALK in love as Christ al- 
so hath loved us... But fornication 
and all uncleanness, or covetousness, let 
it not be once named among you.” 

Paul also informs us in the 3rd chap- 
ter of Colossians that if our life is hid 
with Christ in God, to put off anger, 
wrath, blasphemy, malice, and filthy 
communication out of our mouth. 
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James, that great servant of God, says: 
“The tongue is a fire, a world of iniquity: 
. it defileth the whole body, and set- 
teth on fire the course of nature; and it 
is set on fire of hell.” 

No man has ever been able to tame or 
control the tongue, only God can, and the 
power from on high—the sweet HOLY 
GHOST. 


STEP NO. 2. ACTIVENESS— 


An active Christian is one that is en- 
dowed with power from on high, and 
lets the Spirit of God have His right of 
way. An active saint of God is not closed 
up like a clam in a shell but obeys the 
Lord, and as the Apostle Paul says: “‘Al- 
ways abounding in the work of the Lord.” 
An active Christian does not quench the 
Spirit, but is free to worship God in Spirit 
and in truth. Let come what may a 
Christian of this caliber is always on the 
firing line for God and right, and endures 
hardness as a good soldier for Jesus Christ. 

Biblical references to men of God who 
were active: 

“I am full of power by the spirit of the 
Lord,” Micah 3:8. 

“Be ye doers of the word, 
hearers only,” Jas. 1:22. 

James also states that a doer of the 
Word shall be blessed in his deed. Active 
Christians take the proper step by prac- 
ticing pure and undefiled religion daily, 
thus: “To visit the fatherless and widows 
in their afflictions, and to keep himself 
unspotted from the world,” Jas. 1:27. 

“Be ye strong in the grace that is in 
Christ Jesus,” 2 Tim. 2:1. 

“Study to shew thyself approved unto 
God, 2 WORKMAN that needeth not to 
be ashamed, rightly dividing the word of 
truth,” 2 Tim. 2:15. 

To make this active step more complete 
and accurate we conclude with these 
words in 2 Tim. 2:20, 21. “But in a great 
house there are not only vessels of gold 
and of silver, but also of wood and of 
earth; and some to honor, and some to 
dishonor. If a man therefore purge him- 
self from these, he shall be a VESSEL un- 
to honor, SANCTIFIED, and meet for 
the master’s use, and PREPARED UNTO 
EVERY GOOD WORK. 


STEP NO. 3. DRESS— 

One of the most sinful and shameful 
steps in life is in dress. 

God help people to refrain from fool- 
ish, vain and immodest styles and fash- 
ions to which the worldly minded cater. 
Worldliness in dress is one way in which 
people manifest the pride of their hearts. 

“The woman shall not wear that which 
pertaineth unto a man, neither shall a 
man put on a woman’s garment: for all 


and not 


that do so are abomination unto the 
Lord.” Deut. 22:5. Abomination means 
pollution, uncleanness, or sin. 

In Ezek. 23:40 we read: “And lo they 
come: for whom thy didst wash thyself, 
paintedest thy eyes, and deckedest thyself 
with ornaments.” This passage of scrip- 
ture refers to unclean women and harlots. 

Then over in 1 Cor. 11:14-20 we read 
that long hair is to a woman’s glory, short 
hair to her dishonor and shame. 

The devil so contaminates individuals 
by indecent dress that this step produces 
defilers of the flesh, filthy dreamers, brute 
beasts, and as the Apostle Peter says: 
“Walking after their own lusts.” Nudist 
cults are springing up here and there 
supported by aristocrats and people of 
dominating influence. 

God says dress in modest apparel. 1 
Tim. 2:9: “In like manner also, that 
women adorn themselves in modest ap- 
parel, with shamefacedness and sobriety; 
not with broided hair, or gold, or pearls, 
or costly array.” Pure and HOLY people 
wear decent apparel. Immodesty is noth- 
ing more than uncleanness and indecency. 
Take immodesty from our swimming 
beaches and they will go out of business. 
This indecent step of dress is so debauch- 
ing and disgraceful to character that the 
devil would have you don no dress at all, 
send your soul to hell, and laugh at you 
as you go speedily in. 

Why will professed Christians disregard 
the plain teaching of the Word of God on 
this STEP OF DRESS, and clad them- 
selves in all the sinful pride and fashion 
of the world? One is being deceived who 
thinks he or she can continue to wear 
things which the Word and the Spirit 
of God forbid and then be a spiritual 
person filled with the grace of God. No, 
indeed. It is impossible. 

1 Pet. 1:14 plainly tells us that God’s 
children are to be OBEDIENT CHIL- 
DREN, not fashioning themselves ac- 
cording to the former lusts in their ignor- 
ance. 

Lord, we pray for virtuous women, yes 
men, whose price is above rubies; for old- 
fashioned mothers who will dress as they 
did forty years ago when skirts were 
much longer, sleeves longer, hair longer, 
and marriage by far much longer. 


STEP NO. 4. WALKING— 

This concluding step in “FOLLOW 
HIS STEPS” completes the message to- 
wards attaining the final step to an abun- 
dant life. It is perfective 365 days out of 
the year. In Gen. 17:1 we are told that 
God appeared unto Abraham when he was 
99 years old, and said unto him: “I am the 
Almighty God; WALK before me, and 
be thou PERFECT.” 

There is certainly a mutual love be- 
tween Christ and His members. Jesus 
spoke to His disciples in John 15:17, 19 
thus: “These things I command you, that

To the New Pastor 


You are now entering on your new 
charge. You have left the problems of 
last year all behind. Your slate has been 
wiped clear for another new beginning. 
The problems and people who burdened 
or tried you last year are now in the hands 
of another. The mistakes and failures of 
last year, too, you may put in the past. 
Thanks for that. Of course, you have 
many recollections of things sacred and 
happy; triumphs, victories and successes 
gained, and the more of these you can 
look back to, the more satisfactory will 
your life and ministry be as you travel 
on. 

Now for the new year you are enter- 
ing. To succeed and make the best of 
your opportunities, should be your great 
purpose. Someone has said that a man 
never rises higher than he aims. There 
is a Vision every true gospel minister must 
have. You must look to that vision, aim 
high. Never be satisfied with past or 
present achievements, keep looking for 
higher heights and greater things, even 
to the end. The highest point in Elijah’s 
eventful Jife was the “taking off” place 
where he mounted the chariot of fire for 
the glory land. 

First, let us remind you that your most 
important task is with yourself. What 
you are and the degree of the grace of 
God you possess determine what your 
ministry will be. You must be an exam- 
ple of that life into which you expect to 
lead others. The great apostle said, “The 
husbandman that laboureth must be first 
partaker of the fruits,” 2 Tim. 2:6. The 
more perfectly you live the life yourself, 
the easier it will be to teach it to others. 
And this is your chief business, to get 
men to God, and to get them established 
in the way of salvation. A parrot, or even 
a machine, can be made to speak out or- 
ders, but the gospel preacher must do 
more than that, he must demonstrate by 
his walk and spirit and works that life 
which, through the gospel, he demands of 
others. A good teacher is a good practicer. 

Second, you should profit by the fail- 
ures and mistakes of last year. If you have 
been too harsh, or critical, or if you have 
discovered that you were too independent, 
made yourself, selfish interests, and pref- 
erences too prominent, therefore did not 
consider your brethren and coworkers as 
you should, you may profit by check- 
ing upon yourself. Get the rough edges 
and sharp corners ground off. Jesus sends 
no one to be a “driver” of the sheep, or 
to “lord” it over His heritage. It is only 
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love, kindness and patience that will win 
some. If you have been a “driver” and 
have driven some away, be wise enough 
to change your methods. . 

In regirding yourself for the new field 
of service before you, it will be profitable 
for you to make a thorough examination 
of your own heart, and of all your con- 
duct. Such an examination is always in or- 
der. Far on the way, the Psalmist prayed, 
“Search me, O God, and know my heart: 
try me, and know my thoughts... . 
and lead me in the way everlasting,” 
Psa. 139:23, 24. It is a sacred and serious 
matter to be God’s representatives among 
men. The life of the gospel messenger 
should ever be such that he stands ap- 
proved before God and man. 


Third, you should profit, at least some, 
by the mistakes made by the man whom 
you are following. If he has left a di- 
vided church, then it is your task to unite 
it. If he has innocently, ignorantly, or 
otherwise wounded some members, then 
you should heal them. The unfavorable 
and unpleasant conditions he has left be- 
hind, you are sent to remedy. And what- 
ever good he has accomplished you are to 
take up and carry on to a higher degree of 
progress. 


Fourth, you must remember that you 
are not there merely to draw your pay 
and get a support for yourself and fam- 
ily, unless you are just a time server, 
but you are there to represent the great 
Head of the Church, and to do His will 
in carrying forward His great soul-saving 
plan, and if you are true to Him He will 
bless you and supply your every need. 


In conclusion we give you the follow- 
ing encouraging words from a mighty 
man of God who has gone on to glory: 
“He that doeth the will of God shall abide 
forever,” and the same scripture is equally 
true, the work which is done in the will 
of God shall abide forever. We make God 
our own by loving Him better than we 
love our life, and we make His work our 
own by putting a value on it far beyond 
any plan or work of our own. The true 
worth of any word, or sermon, or song, 
or book, or building, or mission, or dona- 
tion, or prayer, depends exactly on how 
much of Christ there is in it. 

A little thing, with God’s purpose in it, 
has a strange, abiding, persevering life, 
that will survive a thousand great showy 
things that look for a time as if they 


’ would fill the world. When we know that 


we are working for God, with a pure, un- 
selfish motive to please Him, and feel as- 
sured that He calls us to do that work, 


and is standing behind us in the work, we 
are practically invincible against discour- 
agement, for having died to self, the 
whole enterprise is identified with the 
Lord. Such a soul may be without means, 
without friends, and loaded down with 
infirmities, persecutions and seemingly 
unsurmountable difficulties; and have to 
plod on in obscurity, or shame, or re- 
proach, or poverty, for years; and have 
inward assaults from Satan, but that se- 
cret, fathomless assurance, that is work- 
ing with God, and for God, fills it with 
a bright, quiet immortality or persever- 
ance. The greatest part of a good work 
is always out of sight, where the soul is 
working with God in holy prayer and 


purpose.” 


“They that be wise shall shine as the 
brightness of the firmament; and they 
that turn many to righteousness as the 
stars for ever and ever,” Dan. 12:3. 


One Thing We Know 


One thing we know, and ought to 
know it better and better, that if we are 
in perfect union with God, loving Him 
above every other love, and seeking to 
please Him above every other pleasure, all 
of His established laws, and then all of 
His interferences in creation, or in grace, 
will be for our good, our most tender 
protection, and for our highest advance- 
ment.—G. D. Watson.

TITHES AND OFFERINGS

“Will a man rob God? Yet ye have 
robbed me. But ye say, Wherein have we 
robbed thee? In tithes and offerings,” 
Mal. 3:8. 

Malachi, one of our precious old proph- 
ets, inspired by the great God, with a 
spiritual eye, looked down through the 
ages even unto this day and asks this 
question of our text, “Will a man rob 
God?” He distinctly answers it by say- 
ing, “Ye have robbed me. . . in tithes 
and offerings.” In the ninth verse he 
says, “Ye are cursed with a curse: for ye 
have robbed me, even this whole nation,” 
yes, this nation, this beautiful and fair 
land of America that God created for us 
to live in. And not only America, but 
all nations were made by the hand of 
God. Without the great God none would 
have existed. Then we wonder why man 
is so disobedient to God, failing to obey. 

The nations have brought all the trou- 
bles upon themselves—wars, famines, 
pestilences, and many different things we 
will not mention. Disobedience to God 
has brought all the heartaches and sor- 
row that we have ever known. 

Many different plans have been made 
by man to bring back prosperity to our 
country. We find our cities filled with 
liquor stores. Many have said this will 
bring back prosperity. We want to say 
that this country nor any other country 
can drink itself to prosperity. God is not 
pleased with man’s disobedience. 

The only way we can expect the bless- 
ings of God, both spiritual and temporal, 
is to only do as He has commanded us 
to do. 

‘Here is a question every individual 
should ask, “Will I rob God?” Listen, 
brother and sister, this is Bible. This puts 
us in a close place, “And all the tithe of 
the land, whether of the seed of the land, 
or of the fruit of the tree, is the Lord’s: 
it is holy unto the Lord,” Lev. 27:30. 

Now the tithes belong to God; yes, 
even of the fruits of the orchards, the 
seeds of the land, the corn, wheat, cotton, 
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potatoes, and all the vegetables, and it is 
holy unto the Lord. Then how can we 
stand in the presence of God if we keep 
that which is holy unto God? which He 
has plainly told us belongs to Him? 

One man said to me, “I believe in pay- 
ing tithes. I don’t believe in paying just 
at any certain place. I believe in paying 
as the Lord moves, and give as I feel.” 
This is not paying tithes, this is only of- 
ferings, one of the things that Malachi 
says we have robbed God in. We should 
always give in offerings as God moves 
upon us and He will bless us for it. 

God requires one-tenth of our income 
as tithes whether it be money, farm 
products, or otherwise. Where and when 
shall we pay them? Someone says, “I just 
don’t like the preacher that we have now. 
I’ll pay my tithes to someone else.” 

Listen, preacher religion doesn’t save 
anyone. The place for us to pay our tithes 
is at the church where our membership 
is. If the preacher doesn’t preach to suit 
us, we will probably find that there is 
something wrong in our life that we need 
to make right with God, which will be 
our duty to do and stand by our pastor 
with our prayers and finance. The 
preacher will feel much more encouraged 
and we can enjoy our salvation much bet- 
ter. God can work and lost souls will be 
saved, sanctified and filled with the Holy 
Ghost. 

Then Paul tells us when we should pay 
our tithes. “Upon the first day of the 
week let everyone of you lay by him in 
store, as God hath prospered him, that 
there be no gatherings when I come,” 1 
Cor. 16:2. Now as we go to church on 
Sunday we should be prompt to pay our 
tithes as God has prospered us. Remem- 
ber every thing that we have comes from 
God. 

David said in Psalms, ‘“The earth is the 
Lord’s, and the fullness thereof; the 
world, and they that dwell therein,” Psa. 
24:1. Remember whatever we have God 
has prospered us with it, whether it be a 
job or a crop. If we fail to pay our tithes 
we may get laid off our jobs; the devour- 
er may devour our crops, if we fail God. 


Someone may say, “I can enjoy the 
blessings of God just as much and not pay 
tithes.” But listen, brother, even before 
the law Jacob found it necessary to pay 
tithes and I am persuaded to believe that 
he found this real food for his soul. I be- 
lieve he was able to shout the blessings of 
God more. 

“And Jacob vowed a vow, saying, If 
God will be with me, and will keep me in 
this way that I go, and will give me 
bread to eat, and raiment to put on, So 
that I come again to my father’s house in 
peace; then shall the Lord be my God: 
And this stone, which I have set for a pil- 
lar, shall be God’s house: and of all that 
thou shalt give me I will surely give the 
tenth unto thee,” Gen. 28:20-22. 

We find that the most loyal and God- 
fearing people of that dispensation were 
tithe payers. We thank God because He 
has always had a people that have been 
loyal. Today we find many people that 
are loyal and _ receiving God’s blessings, 
while we find many seemingly are afraid 
to trust God. They will not pay tithes. 
They say, “I just don’t make enough to 
pay. My earnings are so small.” We are 
serving a great God and if they would 
only give God His tenth, which is holy 
unto the Lord, God would bless them 
more and this world could be evangelized. 


Think of the many poor lost souls who 
need this gospel. God is going to require 
something more of this people than just 
to get saved, sanctified and filled with the 
Holy Ghost and just sit down. He is go- 
ing to require some works along with our 
faith. James says that our “faith without 
works is vain.” Tithing, we believe, is 
some of the works to which James was re- 
ferring. Tithes and offerings are God’s 
plan of financing the Church and the 
gospel of our Lord and Savior. He made 
a perfect plan, nothing was left undone. 

Jesus, while filling His mission here on 
earth, taught tithing. We find in the New 
Testament, in Luke’s gospel, “But woe 
unto you, Pharisee! for ye tithe mint 
and rue.and all manner of herbs, and pass 
over judgment and the love of God: these 
ought ye to have done, and not to leave 
the other undone,” Luke 11:42. Jesus 
tells the Pharisees that they ought to have 
paid their tithes. It was right for them 
to do so. Sure, it is right for every one 
to do so today. 

What would happen to the Church to- 
day if everyone should quit tithing? 
What happened when Israel quit? Read 
the thirteenth chapter of Nehemiah. The 
priests and the Levites had to leave the 
service of the Lord. The singers had even 
fled. Dear brother, sister, let us feel as 
Nehemiah when he was rebuilding the 
wall. We are doing a great work and we 
can’t come down. May every one feel the 
need of being more loyal, so when Jesus 
shall appear in the clouds we can rise to 
meet Him with joy and peace.

Praise God for this wonderful 34th 
Annual Assembly that has just closed an- 
other blessed year of our Church history 
and opened up another. Last year was our 
first attendance at these great convoca- 
tions of The Church of God and we’ve 
been praising God ever since for the un- 
forgettable experiences of that time. 
Often on the field in Haiti, I remembered 
those touching times of Christian fellow- 
ship—that silently clasped hand, that 
spoke of a burning heart behind it that 
was bursting with love and a sympathetic 
understanding, and that explained better 
than words could possibly do those warm 
tears that coursed down the cheeks and 
that embrace from a brother in the Lord 
which told of a kinship whose bonds were 
sealed in the blood of the Lamb. Glory! 
Hallelujah! for that brotherly love Christ 
puts into our hearts for each other when 
we become one in Him. As we drink of 
that fountain of love in Christ, each 
draught is sweeter than the one before. So 
it has been in my experience in the As- 
sembly. This year’s Assembly was better 
than the one before. God poured out such 
blessings upon us all that we could not 
contain the half of it, but were full and 
running over. Praise His holy name! 

The brothers and sisters at the Assem- 
bly would come up to us, one after an- 
other, with shining faces and say, ““You’re 
Brother Kluzit and Sister Kluzit from 
Haiti, aren’t you? We’ve been following 
your articles in the Evangel and we’ve 
been holding on to the Lord for you folks 
—God bless you! And here is your little 
native girl from Haiti—Sister Eupena! 
We know her from Brother Paul H. 
Walker’s pictures of the mission field. 
Bless her heart! We are so glad to see you 
dear peopie again and especially of seeing 
this precious sister.” We went through 
one scene after another that will live 
long in our memories—as we were taken 
to their hearts amid tears on_ all sides. 
Such love among God’s children must 
make the angels in heaven rejoice. God 
has blessed us with such tastes of divine 
joy in this year’s Assembly that are truly 
preparations for that greater Assembly 
when we shall be like Him and shall ever 
be with Him. 

This 34th Annual Assembly was mem- 
orable from many points of view, but I 
would like to dwell upon the side of mis- 
sions just now. Sister Pearl Stark was 
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present on behalf of Africa. When Bro. 
Stark was called to be with Jesus, there 
was a great heart-throb of sympathy that 
passed throughout our Church. Brother 
and Sister Stark had answered the call 
of God to bring the light of Jesus to 
heathen lands—had faced the enemy on 
the front-lines and then Brother Stark 
was given a still higher calling. Today he 
is with God above, but as Sister Stark so 
beautifully expressed it at the Assembly 
—his work lives on among those to whom 
he gave himself so unstintingly in dark- 
est Africa. He had never been too tired 
to answer a call to pray with someone or 
to read the Word of God to hungry 
hearts in their own language. Brother J. 
H. Walker, our beloved General Overseer, 
the first day of the Assembly had given 
a touching tribute to Brother Stark’s 
higher call to be with Jesus and had ten- 
dered for the Church our heartfelt con- 
dolences to Sister Pearl Stark. 

One of the most beautiful services we 
have ever had was the missionary service 
that Sunday morning. At this time, Sis- 
ter Stark told the story of how she and 
her beloved companion had worked hard 
on that field in Africa and finally how 
Brother Stark was stricken with fever. We 
could picture those long, weary nights 
and felt we were there ourselves with 
them as she so vividly portrayed the days 
and nights she was by his side without any 
other help. But God was there. They felt 
His divine presence and knew all would 
turn out for His honor and glory. He 
went to meet his Savior with a smile 
upon his lips. . 

As we viewed these touching scenes, 
our hearts went out to this brave couple 
that had left the comforts of home, the 
ties of mother, father, sister and brother, 
and the loving fellowship of the saints, to 





cross the briny deep to bring Christ to the 
lost and dying in dark Africa. There was 
not a dry face in all that vast audience of 
more than 6,000 representatives of The 
Church of God from every state in the 
Union and from many foreign lands. Sis- 
ter Stark feels strongly her place of labor 
for God is still in this part of Africa 
where the people speak Portuguese. Our 
hearts went out to her and our prayers 
will follow her where she labors for the 
Savior. 


Brother E. W. Williams, chairman of 
the Mission Board, gave a short resume of 
the history of missions in the Church of 
God, and introduced the missionaries who 
were present. Praises and thanksgiving 
were offered to God for the deliverance 
of Brother Lauster from the concentra- 
tion camps in Germany, and prayers were 
raised to heaven for the safety of Brother 
Cook who had started on his way to the 
Assembly from India, but who had not 
been heard from since the middle of 
August. 


Brother Paul H. Walker, Foreign Rep- 
resentative of the Mission Board, gave an 
interesting account of the work in the 
Bahamas, Turk’s Island, Jamaica, Barba- 
dos and Central America. During the As 
sembly and at various state conventions, 
Brother Paul H. Walker had shown pic- 
tures of the various mission fields which 
he had visited this past year. Brother W, 
R. Franks and two other representativ 
from the Bahamas spoke and sang. Brother 
Bolivar DeSouza also gave a stirring greet- 
ing from the missions in Panama. Brother 
J. H. Ingram also spoke on the work in 
Mexico, how the Lord has been blessing 
the work and how this year an entire inde- 
pendent Pentecostal native church organ- 
ization with thousands of members and a 
number of large churches were accepted 
into the Church of God. Brother Ingram 
introduced the overseer of this new work, 
Brother Ruesga, who spoke to us in 
Spanish, which was interpreted by one of 
his own party of ten delegates from Mexi- 
co. It was a real blessing to hear how God

Make much of the quiet hour. Seek to 
be alone with the Lord. In His presence 
is rest and healing. In the quiet retreat 
with Him soul rest is found. The perplex- 
ing things pass away when waiting before 
the Lord in silence. The calm of His pres- 
ence banishes the troubling elements of 
the world. He speaks deep in the soul, 
“Peace, be still,” and all is quiet and there 
is a great calm. It is the hour of refresh- 
ing and renewing the spirit of the mind. 
Rom. 12:1-2. It is found only in His 
holy stillness. Dew does not fall on a 
windy or cloudy night. It must be a calm, 
clear, starlight night for dew to distill 
and so the Holy Spirit does not appear 
so long as there is a blustering mind and 
a cloudiness of the human spirit. 

The “wind of doctrine” does not bring 
rest and quiet to the soul. The clouds 
without water never pour out a refreshing 
on the soul. “Raging waves” of carnal 
agitation must cease and the “wandering 
stars” must set if the soul enters into the 
rest which Christ gives. - Jude 8, 13; 
Matt. 11:28-30. “There remaineth there- 
fore a rest to the people of God,” Heb. 
4:9-11. “Be still and know that I am 
God,” Psa. 46:10. Man’s works, ‘“‘the 
outward adorning,” hinder the “inner 
robing of the Spirit,” and interrupts the 


meek and quiet spirit which is in the sight - 


of God of great price. 1 Peter 3:3, 4. 
Sometimes prayer is hindered because we 
do not enter “into the closet and shut the 
door, and pray to the Father in secret,” 
Matt. 6:5-8. 

As we have traced the lives of godly 
men and women we have found that 
those who made much of the “quiet 
hour” knew most of the Lord and were 
used more effectively in His service to 
bless others. The early saints were so 
blessed with the Lord’s presence the world 
took notice of them “that they had been 
with Jesus,” Acts 4:13. It seems if God’s 
people these last days would make more 
of the quiet hour in prayer, they would 
show more of Jesus and speak of Him 
to others with tenderest love. Then, too, 
they would live humble and speak often 
one to another in the fear of the Lord, 
and the Lord would hear and _ hearken, 
and draw near, and open the scriptures 
to them, Mal. 3:16, 17; Luke 24, their 
hearts would burn and joy would spring 
in their souls and they would be fully 
ready when He called to them from the 
air, “Rise up, my love, my fair one, and 
come away,” Song of Solomon 2:10-13.

Lucifer: The name is found in Isa. 14: 
12, coupled with the epithet “son of the 
morning,” and clearly signifies a bright 
star. In this passage it is a symbolical rep- 
resentation of the king of Babylon in his 
splendor and in his fall. 


In the real and higher, since Christ is 
“the bright and morning star,” Rev. 22: 
16, He was and is the Son of God. He was 
born of woman, died, was buried and rose 
again and reigns as King. 


The passage in Isa. 14:12 more vivid- 
ly pictures the Antichrist. As a star he 
is in heaven, not the heaven of heavens, 
but the ethereal heavens. He is prince of 
the power of the air, but he is cast out 
of his domain, as a star. Rev. 12:9. 


He becomes incarnate in a king, a for- 
mer world ruler who has been raised 
from the dead for that purpose. Isa. 14: 
19; Rev. 17:8. After the resurrection and 
incarnation this king, morning star, An- 
tichrist becomes such a great ruler that 
all the world wonders after him. He in- 
augurates the great tribulation, but final- 
ly goes into perdition. After comparing 
Isa. 14; Rev. 12, 13, 17 and 2 Thess. 2,

“IT have chosen you out of the world, 
therefore the world hateth you.” 

A Christian who is in step daily by Je- 
sus’ side is entirely SEPARATED from 
the world. The devil is taking the NOT 
out of this scripture and having it to 
read thus, “Be conformed to this world.” 
If Church members are like the world in 
their principles and practices it can never 
change the world, that is the Church or 
the members who compose it. But thank 
the Lord, this HOLY step in walking 
with Jesus means just this: “Love not the 
world, neither the things that are in the 
world.
